Mr. Fiu-h served three 
terms and part of a fourth in congress, 
beginning as a Republican and winding 
up as a Democrat, resigning less than 
two years ago to accept the more lucra- 
tive position of comptroller of the city 
of New York, which he still holds. Mr. 
Fitch has been the legal adviser in chief 
of the brewers for many years, and his 
clients have the most unlimited confi- 
dence in him. 
"If the Republican party in congress 


passes a law to add another dollar u bar- 
rel to the tux on beer," he said, "it will 
be overwhelmed under a wave of popu- 
lar disapproval. The tidal wave of last 
JAW will be reversed if they should do 
anything like that. The result of the 
elections in England should be an ob- 
ject lesson to politicians illustrative of 
the power and influence of the brewing 
interest •when aroused, and wheu com- 
bined for a given object." 


As to the observation in Washington, 


the belief prevailed iu qa:irtt»rs very 
dose to the administration that the 
president would recommend au increase 
on tiie beer tax, or at least take some 
unmistakable means of letting it be 
known that he would sign such a bill if 
it is passed by congress. Mr. Fitch par-

though reminded that the conditions 
then and now were totally dissimilar. 


It is said to be likely the brewers will 


concentrate their tactics on individusil 
congressmen living in districts where 
they can set up a plausible claim thai 
they hold the balnmw of power iu voting 
strength. Whether that will be suc- 
cessful remain* to be seen. In the 
north the country members, it 
is 


claimed, have little fear of the beer ele- 
ment, aud in the south the same indif 
ferrence prevails.

Her main battery 
cuiihistk of two 12-inch and six 0-iuch 
gnns. Her turrets have a greater de- 
gree of protection than those of the 
Maine, but botn her displacement aud 
horsepower are less, the Texas having a 
displucumeut of ti.Sl.'i tons, with 8,000 
horsepower. 
Her sjieed is identical 


with that of tho Maine, and she will 
carry substantially the same number of 
men. 


There Are Other*. 


During the next 12 months the three 


powerful bat .cships, Massachusetts, In- 
diana and Oregon, will be put in com- 
mission. Each of the trio will carry 
four 13-iiiCii, tjij?ht 8-;iioh and ™x 0-im.u 
guns, supplemented by a strong battery 
of rapid-tiring gatling pins. A little 
later the Iowa, a si.ster ship, will al"<ol>e 
in commission, and within the next throe 
years the two additional battleships pro- 
vided for at the last M>HU>II of congress 
will be attoat.' By the close of this cen- 
tury, five years hence, the United States 
will po»«ess a navy which in ull-round

about March lo, and th«y continue to 
arrive until the middle of June. It is a 
remarkable fact that each colony is in- 
variably divided into throe grand divi- 
sions, which arrive at different times, 
thus making three successive shoals, or, 


the fishermen call them, "runs," 


The first ruu is both small in numbers 


d especially poor in quality, and it is 


interesting to observe that this is true 
of the herring as well as of the shad. 
This advance guard is largely composed 
of what are known as "hickory" shad, 
and they differ from the others in such 
marked degree KB to form a distinct va- 
riety. The fishermen in the Chesapeake 
bay havo an uu-Mosaio legend that at 
the creation there were a great many 
pmall bones left over, and that to dis- 
pose of them tho "hickory" shad was 
made. 


A few days after these skirmishers 


have passed up the river the second ax 
great rim begins and continues three or 
four weeks After the fish appear noth- 
ing will disturb their constant upv,ard 
progress except cold weather, which, 
inopportunely arriving, will cause them 
to seek the protection of the mud at the 
bottom of the river, where they remain 
until the chill has loft tho water. It is 
impossible to estimate the nnmber of 
fish entering a river in one of these 
runs. The estimate of 2,000,000, which 
has been mado for tho Delaware, ia very 
moderate, in view of the fact that more 
than 10,000 shad have been taken 
in one haul of the seine in the waters of 
that river. Tho third ran is small, liko 
tlw first, and though the fish aru liuo in 
quality it receives httlouttontion. It is 
probably compiMcd of Ktriimilora from 
fSitt muin Ixwly who are goinnwlmt tardy 
in their arrival.—Linpincoit's.

The ancient philosophers were of the

Accord- 
ing to their belief, there were three pas- 
sages leading to it—the wilderness, by 
which route Dathaa, Korah and Abirarn 
desoeiidea, the >***, because it is written 
tbat Jonah cried iu Guti out uf ilit) uolljr 
of hell, and a third passage, which hut 
was at Jerusalem. 


This third and last idea of the month 


of hell being located in the capital of 
Palestine is founded upon the Biblical 
passage which says, "The fire of the 
Lord is in Ziou. and his furnace id in 
Jerusalem." The Mohammedans, who 
are noted for their superstitious regard 
for the number seven, declare that bell 
is provided with sevnn gates, each in- 
tended for the followers of the different 
religious. The first is for recreant Mus- 
sulmans; the second, very wide aud 
with bhutu-r always standing invitingly 
ajar, is for Christians only; the third, 
located near the second and almost as 
wide aud roomy, is reserved for Jews; 
the fourth gate is the one through which 
the spirit* of thy Subcuiifi will enter the 
land of torment. Lake the last two, it is 
wide enough to do a wholesale business 
without crowding. The fifth ia a small 
loophole of a gate intended for the sect 
of the Muji, a sect M> insignificant that 
the Mohammedans' hell idea apparently 
grudgingly allowed a s»>p<trut« opening 
for their spirits •nhen on the way to 
eternal punishment. Tho iixtli gate, the 
only circular opening iu the walls of 
hell, is the gute by which the pagans 
will enter. Why the pagan gate is be- 
lieved to be circular T have never seen 
explained.

"wheat farming," but now, m the light 
of e\ents following, we have reason to 
consider a blessed means to load us to 
better farming. Greeii county, WIB , is 
today one of the greatest dairy counties 
in the iiorthweht, if not in the Umrt<d 
States. T\\ o hundred and forty cheese 
factories exiht 111 that county and nearly 
half as many more in the counties ad- 
joining, mostly controlled by Green 
county men. Over 20,000,000 pounds of 
cheese are made annually, bringing a 
gross income of about #2,000,000, and 
not one pound of this great amount is 
cheddar, or so culled American, cheese. 
It is what is termed fancy chet'i-e, mainly 
of the thiee moht jxjpular varieties— 
Swiss, Inubuiger mid brick ehef.se.— 
Address Befoie the Minnesota Dairy- 
men's Association.

superior m body and flavor. 


When the cooling was done rapidly, 


it has been found uecessary oil many of 
tbo cooler days to n.-e a starter to de- 
velop a snftiuieiit acid iu the cream to 
bring out soino aroma to tJie bntter and 
to cover any weedy or garlicky flavor in 
the milk. 


In cheesemaking they increase the 


acid in the cuid to cover and destroy 
any defects there may bo in tainted 
milk, and the Mine principle may bo 
earned on in butter, I am inclined to 
believe, with good results, as shown in 
theBoyd starter .ui»l iu lYufessorCouu's 
pure culture —A. M. Binghum. 


Look Here.

operate their creamery for about the 
same wages they p..y tlieu1 Liied man, 
so they hire some one who has passed 
by a creamery and stopped in and wit- 
nessed the process of making bnttcr.

ence. " The y will hiie him, paying him 
abont a third what a good mini wonld 
ask. Ho goes to work. The first ship- 
ment of bntter which goes on the mar- 
ket produces this rt-ply: "Your butter 
is poorly i«ade — no grain, not salt 
enough, streaked, etc.' Pl«-a*e advine 
what wo shall do with it."—Creamery 
Journal.

The piece* are now picked up by boys 


and placed in a tub with sand and ashes 
ami stirred np carefully. In this way 
the hoi™ iu the eHjbryn bends arc staffed 
fall, thus preventing the danger of the 
sides flattening together when heat is 
applied. They are next placed in a skil- 
let—just finch a one as the housewife 
uses in frying eggs—and stirred over a 
very hot fire until the ragged edges 
where the pieces were broken from the 
tube are rounded, giving the bead a 
globular fon»- 


As soon as they are cool the ashes and 


•and are shaken out of them in a sieve. 
and then they are separated according 
to size by other sieves. They are taken 
next to a long table around which a 
whole flock of boys and girls are sitting. 
If the gktss i.s colored, as it often is, the 
piles of beads on the table suggest a 
rainbow, with evt-iy hue, froiu jet biuck, 
through red. green, yellow and blue, up 
to white. 


Each child has a needle and thread, 


and by long practice the beads are 
placed on strings with almost incon- 
ceivable swiftness. 
And the children 


keep an exact count, too, so that the 
manufacturer knows just how many 
beads he is Bending out. The threads 
are tied into bundles and shipped to al- 
most every port where a vessel touches. 
—Chicago Record.

On laud mod- 
erately free from weeds three cultiva- 
tions from the opening of spring until 
harvest time will prove sufficient. 


By this system of summer pruning 


the new growth has a better chance to 
ticvoi.jp iuio more bushy aim eyuiuift- 
rical plants, and they also can and do 
absorb the strength that would other- 
wise go to mature the wood and ripen 
the leaves upon the canes removed. The 
raspt>erry being a very exhaustive crop, 
this early removing of all wood that has 
•erred its usefulness should be prompt- 
ly attended to. After raspberries have 
reached the bearing age, the second «"»»- 
mer after planting, this system is fol- 
lowed until the plants run out, which 
is in about six years, much, of course, 
depending upon the attention they have 
received. 


Rod raspberries and blackberries 


should receive similar treatment as re- 
gards pruning and cultivation.
